the persons of our. citizens be used for 
the apprehension of the criminals in 
some manner designated by the district 
attorney. As I understand the law, at 
the present time the district attorney 
has no authority by which he can offer 
any portion of said money as a reward 
for the apprehension of the defaulter. 
Ordinarily. I am not particularly in 
favor of rewards. but we have to take 
things as we find them. I have found 
by experience that the sending out of 
notices for the apprehension of such 
criminals outside of our own communi- 
ty seldom leads to their apprehension 
unless the notice contains an offer of 
reward of some kind; therefore, I e- 
lieve that the district attorney should 
be authorized to offer as.a reward any 
portion of such forfeited bail as in nis 
judgment would be sufficient to secure 
the apprehension of the defaulting 
party. 

“During the year we have received 
numerous complaints of various of- 
fences being committed throughout the 
state. Many of these compiaints are 
anonymous, I desire to state 
that TI wish the — general — pub- 
‘ic would exercise as much care as 
Possible in forwarding complaints to 
this office, many of which are unsigned 
end without foundation. I have felt 
it my duty to investigate every com- 
plaint thoroughly, anonymous or otner- 
wise, but’ T-find that -many . of . them 
take up a great*deal of time of the of- 
ficers, who-might be engaged in other 
work which would be*of more profit to 
the commonweaith.” © » 

In regard to theatres and.public halls 
the chief says that the part of the law 
which requires theatres and halls of a 
capacity of 400 or more to be specially 
inspected and licensed appears unjust, .

Lodge or 
society halls of a seating capacity of 
400 or more must now be_ inspected 
each month, The report gives special 
attention to the dangers of cinemato- 
graphs being operated with combustile 
films and much space is devoted to 
boiler inspection. 


INSPECTOR WASLEY’S REPORT. 

Included in the reports of inspectors 
is that of Inspector Frank C. Wasicy 
of Lowell, District No. 11. It com- 
mends the new child labor law, The 
inspector -has found few cases of night 
work in factories and workshops to 
report. He finds elevators 1n good con- 
dition. All manufacturing business is 
excellent, with a full complement. of 
workers. Not for ten years have the 
corporations constructed so many new 
buildings as now. He says:— 

“I find managers of all theatres and 
Flaces of assembly are using due care 
tor the safety of their patrons in kKeep- 
ing clear the exits from all obstruc- 
tions and in some places police ofti- 
cers are stationed to advise in case of 
panic, accident or fire. The electric 
car lines are complying with the laws 
in regard to heating curs and working 
their employes overtime. I am con- 
stantly issuing Orders for guarding all 
dangerous machinery in the cities and 
towns, and I find that constant care 
must be used by the tnspector.in this 
respect, for many changes and altera- 
tions are continually heing made, ana 
it requires frequent visits to these fac- 
tories by the inspector, AN agents and 
superintendents have complied 
promptly with all orders tssued to re- 
auirements to which I have cailed 
their attention,”

LEGISLATIVE 


Philippine ‘Tariff Bill Passed. 

Up to the moment when the Philip- 
pine tariff bill went from the commit- 
tee of the whole before the house of 
representatives there was some degree 
of uncertainty as to the fate of this 
measure directly affecting the welfare 
of Philippine industries and indirectly 
measuring the strength of the admin- 
istration and the Republican organiza 
tion of the house. Only one notable 
change had been made in the commit- 
tee of the whole, an amendment giving 
rice the same treatment as is accorded 
to sugar and tobacco—namely, 25 per 
cent of the Dingley rates. Aside from 
the low tariff on these three articles 
the bill means free trade between the 
United States and the Philippine Is- 
lands. The duty on these three articles 
is to be discontinued after April 11, 
1909, when entire free trade will pre- 
vail. 

On two amendments proposed by 
Representative Smith (Rep., Mich.) fix- 
ing the rate of Philippine tobacco and 
sugar at 60 per cent of the Dingley 
rates and striking out the free trade 
after 1909, the Republican insurgents 
whose constituents were presumed to 
be interested in the sugar and tobacco 
industries polled seventy-three votes. 
These amendments were opposed by 
the Democrats, however, and failed. 
After several other attempts to amend. 
by the insurgents Leader Williams of 
the Democratic minority moved a sub- 
stitute for free trade between the Unit- 
ed States and its territorial possessions. 
This was lost by the party vote of 106 
to 231, the insurgents returning to their 
party allegiance. The bill was then 
passed, the vote being 258 yeas and 
78 nays. Of the opposition fifty-seven 
were Republicans and the remaining 
fifteen were Democrats. This disclosed 
the fact that the measure could not 
have. been passed without Democratic 
votes. 

The general debate of the tariff bill 
had come to an end Jan. 15 with the 
exceptional oratorical effort of Mr. 
Boutell (Rep., Ill.),-a new member of 
the committee on ways and means. 
An amusing feature of his speech was 
a colloquy with 
Champ Clark, 
the noted Mis- 
sourian. Boutell 
had been recit- 
ing the _ bless- 


come to, Mis- 
souri under the 
Dingley tariff in 
“reply to’Clark’s 
declaration that 
it had been a 
curse to the 
Congressman Boutell. whole country. 
Clark asked if Beutell believed the 
soil and crops of Missouri’ were due 
to the Dingley law, whereupon Boutell 
replied that it had made possible the 
sale of crops at prices under which the 
farmers are rich and prosperous, 80 
that-“‘the laborer has buckwheat and 
honey for breakfast, roast beef for 
dinner and fried chicken for supper.” 

“Ob,” answered Clark, “that has 
been our bill of fare under high tariff, 
low tariff and no tariff. It is one of 
the blessings of Providence that even 
the Republican party can’t take away 
from us.” 

Bigelow Refuses to Answer. 

When Poultney Bigelow appeared be- 
fore the senate committee on interoce- 
anic canals and was asked to tell-who 
gave him the information on which he 
based his charges on canal misman- 
agement in the recent magazine article 
he persistently refused to divulge the 
names of his informants, whom, he 
said, had talked to him in confidence. 
He admitted, however, that he had 
been at Colon only twenty-eight hours, 
as Secretary Taft has said. A majority 
of the committee was in favor of apply- 
ing the penalty for Bigelow’s refusing 
to answer. 

Hale Reproves the President. 

The discussion of the Morocco con- 
ference was resumed.in the senate in 
connection with the resolution offered 
by Bacon (Dem., Ga.) declaring that in- 
terference with or participation in con- 
froversies between any European gov- 
ernments is in violation of the settled 
policy. of this government for more 
than a century. The Georgia senator 
charged that Secretary Root had shown 
the correspondence in the Morocco af- 
fair ‘to a newspaper man at the very 
moment the senate was discussing 
whether to send for them or not. He 
thought there was danger in the con- 


| ference thasmuch as armies and navies 


were being concentrated, and he said 
that one of our own ships had been” 
sent to Gibraltar to-await the result of 
this conference, . 

Bacon was followed by Hale of 
Maine, the Republican leader, who said 
he wished that the president and sec- 


‘| retary of state had not accepted the 


invitation to the conference at Algeci- 
ras, which he regarded as purely a po- 
litical conference. He thought there 
was great danger from the ascendance 
of the war spirit of the country. 
White House Pressure Resented. 

The anti-statehood Republicans of the 
house were greatly incensed by the re- 
ports-of. what. President .Roosevelt had 
said concerning bribery in congress. 
First came the story that in an inter- 
view with Steenerson (Rep., Wis.) the 
president had said that he would not 
have appointed a man indorsed by 
Steenerson if he had known that the 
latter intended to vote against state- 
hood. The accuracy of this statement 
Mr, Steenerson denied in the presence 
of the house Jan. 16, and at the 
White House it was explained as a joc- 
ular remark of the president’s. Close 
on the heels of this report came the 
other still more startling story that in 
conversation with the Republican dele- 
gation from Missouri the president had 
said that money was being used to de- 
feat the statehood bill. This, too, was 
officially denied at the White House, 
Nevertheless the topic was uppermost 
in the minds of the lawmakers for sev- 
eral days, and there was talk among 
the statehood insurgents of beginning 


a bribery inquiry which would include 


the use of patronage as well as money, 
this being a direct rebuke to the presi- 
dent. ; 


Tillman Assails President. 

Speaking on his resolution for an in 
quiry of the president concerning the 
status of our relations with Santo Do- 
mingo Jan. 17, Senator Tillman of 
South Carolina made a violent attack 
upon President Roosevelt in connec- 
tion with the recent ejection of Mrs. 
Morris from the White House. He 
came_to this in considering the presi- 
dent’s war record. He asserted that 
Mr. Roosevelt did not participate in 
the battle of San Juan hill, but had 
sailed into prominence under false col- 
ors, largely through the newspapers. 
When he spoke of the Morris incident 
Senator Hale charged Tillman with 
making statements he could not verify 
and with making a deplorable spec- 
tacle. At the same time Mr. Hale said 
e hoped he should never figure as a 
general apologist, either for the admin- 
istration or'for any body connected 
with it. Tillman wanted a resolution 
introduced calling for an investigation, 
and despite much persuasion on both 
sides of the chamber he said he would 
offer it, as he had witnesses to sup- 
port his statements. He virtually ac- 
cused the president of indorsing the 
treatment given to Mrs. Morris by re- 
maining silent. 

Tillman's resolution came before the 
senate next day, and on motion of 
Senator Daniel of Virginia, a Demo- 
crat, it was tabled by the vote of 54 
to 8. 

To Preserve “Old tronsides.” 

The house unanimously adopted a 
resolution directing the committee on 
naval affairs to investigate the ‘condi- 
tion of the famous warship “Old Iron- 
sides,” for the preservation of which 
80,000 citizens of Massachusetts peti- 
tioned. When the petition was present- 
ed a painting representing the sea bat- 
tle between the Constitution and the

The extraordinary - session of the 
Pennsylvania legislature summoned by 
Governor Pennypacker to institute nu- 
merous reforms. began its sessions at 
Harrisburg. A somewhat striking fea- 
ture of the second day’s session was 
the prayer of Chaplain Moore, as fol- 
lows: “And now, O Lord, help these 
men, for they are reformers, to get 
down to work, for the man who re- 
fuses to indorse the acts of reform 
will be consigned to political oblivion 
in November.”

Senate Supports Depew. ; 

The resolution introduced in the New 
York state senate by Senator Brackett 
calling upon Chauncey M. Depew to re- 
sign his seat in the United States sen- 
ate on account of his connection with 
the insurance irregularities was 
promptly voted down, Brackett being 
the only Republican senator to vote for 
it. The Democrats were excused from 
voting. Nevertheless Brackett gave 
notice that an effort would be made 
to trace the “yellow dog fund,” even 
if the track should lead to the door of 
the senate. 


Folk’s Defense In Bailey Case. 

The action of Governor Folk of Mis- 
souri in commuting the death sentence 
of James Bailey, the Kansas City la- 
bor leader, who killed a strike break- 
ing cabman, has. been criticised in 
some quarters, it being alleged that, 
for the sake of political advantage, he 
yielded to the importunities of the 
American Federation of Labor. The 
governor now in a public statement de- 


fends his action and dénies that he was | 


influenced..by the labor organization. 
He says that the woman whose test!- 
mony convicted Bailey admitted after 
the trial that she had testified falsely

It is said that no forced march 
even in time of war, except Napoleon’s 
retreat from Moscow, is comparable to 
this. Gatchel’s men encountered se- 
vere rains and floods. They were hag- 
gard and tattered and covered with 
mud when they arrived at their desti- 
nation, and their horses. were complete- 
ly worn out. One man, Private Arthur 
Mall, died on the march from malaria 
due to exposure and hardship. Never- 
theless Captain Gatchel says the re- 
sults of the march are extremely sat- 
isfactory. He says the appearance of 
the men does not mean that they had 
suffered any great physical pain on 
their long march. He thinks the death 
of the soldier was merely a coincidence. 
The experience resembled that afforded 
by wartimes and tested the endurance 
of the troops under the most trying 
conditions. Experiments were also 
made as to the nourishing properties of 
certain condensed foods. 

Braun Reports Made Public. 

The reports of Marcus Braun, the 
American immigrant inspector, who 
has visited several European countries 
disguised as an emigrant, were sent 
to congress by Secretary Metcalf 
recently in response to a resolution.

Push the War. 


There is considerable uneasiness 
among some of our citizens over. the 
delay by some of the householders in 
town in removing the moth nests from 
their trees. While we should not con- 
sider that there is occasion for much 
alarm as yet, there does seem to be 
need of a little gentle prodding for 
some of those who have much to do. 
This is especially true of residents in 
the centre of the town, or in other 
thickly settled portions. The greatest 
blot upon the landscape would be no- 
ticed if neglect left those sections un- 
protected, and the tree warden may 
very wisely get after these localities at 
once. 

The problem in the outskirts, in 
wood lots and waste land, is far from 
solved either by existing laws or the 
administration of them. The small 
amount that can be placed upon an 
estate as a charge for doing the work 
would go but a small way toward the 
actual labor in many sections. Take a 
ten-acre wood lot with scrub oak trees 
loaded with the pest, and the value of 
timber, land, and all, not reaching 
more than five hundred dollars. To 
remove the moth nests would drain 
almost any pocketbook ; to leave them, 
is to breed enough moths to inflict the 
entire town. One-half of one per cent. 
tax on the value of the property for 
the particular work would give but a 
bare two or three dollars, not enough 
to pay for sharpening the clippers 
dulled in the work. - 

Few owners of such’ property can 
afford to do this work, and woe to the 
town at, Inrgé if it isn’t done!) -Well 
may .we stil}. seek a solution, and fer- 
vently may we pray that the parasites 
may prove their worth. ~ .

7th Annual Report ot the Indian 
Ridge Association, 


It may interest the one hundred and 
fifty six members of the Indian Riage 
Association to know that from the time 
of our last annual meeting, Jan. 20th, 
1905, the Reservation rested in peace un- 
til the spring, occasionally visited by 
those who l0ve to wander in the woods 
when the snow shows every footstep. 

Last winter’s great body of snow did 
its good work among the trees and 
melted slowly away. ; 

By the 15th of May the old leaves were 
dry enough to light easily, and kindled 
into a flame that gave the firemen a four 
hours fight to extinguish, for ic ran 
over from the westerly side of 
the West Ridge to the peat bog. Had it 
fairly worked its way into. the peat, who 
knows but it might be still burning! | 
Fortunately no serious harm was done | 
by this fire, or by the one in November 
in the heart of the woods. It does'seem 
ashame to have the firemen called out 
for a hard fight, because someone has 
carelessly thrown down a lighted match, 
or wantonly started a fire. 

When the children from the Indian 
Ridge school made their spring visits to 
the Reservation, they bemoaned the! 
scarcity. of tent-caterpillar nests, be- 
cause they could earn no pennies: by 
destroying them. ‘I'hey little knew the 
far worse trouble threatening their dear 
trees, for not until the autumn did the 
brown-tail moths show themselves, and 
it took Jack Frost to uncover them all, 

Truly the tent-caterpillars as compared 
with the brown-tails were as the chicken- 
pox, to the small-pox. 

There are many brown tail] nests scat- 
tered among the white oaks of the Re- 
servation, but no single tree is infested 
as its guardian, good old “Samson’s 
Hockey,” which looks as if its twigs had 
been done up in curl papers. | 

We earnestly hope that the town will 
come to the rescue, and clear the nests, 
(as Malden and Melrose have done, for a 
park held under similar conditions) for 
our treasury holds but $14.01. 

True we have $569.30 in our Perma- 
nent Fund which includes gifts of one 
hundred dollars from Mr. and Mrs. War- 
ren F. Draper, Mrs. George Coburn, Mrs.

Ss, A. from Fort -Riley Kan, to Fort 
San Houston, Tex., which has recently |

in command. The march was not only 
the longest one ever taken by a mil- 
itary body but it established a new 
record for time. Interesting accounts 
héeve been published by Southern pa-

There was a jollification at Riley the 
cther morning when the ‘battery start- 
ed-on its long march—muUtch of merri- 
ment.with the least undertone of sad- 
ness in some quarters, for men and 
maids will form attachments and the 
men of the Sixth had been with the 
inaids of Riley since the close of the 
Spanish-American @War. The Sixth 
Fattery as it is traveling, 1s made .up 
of four guns, eight caissons, one com- 
bination battery and forge, one store 
wagon and four four-mule team for- 
uige wagons.

Each gun and each caisson is drawn 
while in- march by six horses: The 
line of march is: Captain and chiefs 
of first and second platoon—who are 
the two first lieutenants—in front, fol- 
lowed by the guiden bearer, who is in 
turn followed by the two musicians 
Behind these come the guns with their 
accompanying caissons. Each gun is 
immediately followed by its compan- 
ion caisson, the extra ones coming he 
hind, and behind them the store wag- 
on and forage wagon, each drawn by 
four mules. Bringing up the rear are 
the two. second lieutenants—the chief 
of the rear platoon and the attached 
officer.At the side of each platoon 
leader rides a sergeant, the formation 
being in what is known as column line 
and loose marching order being ob- 
served

’ When the smaller children were asked | 
to write their names and birth places,- 
one’ little one: whispered. ‘‘How do -you | 
spe Old Country?” the answer was 
“S.c-o-t-l-a-n-d,” but the birth place | 
laboriouly written down was Belfast. | 

The children are not the only ones to | 
roam through the woods, and gather 
great bunches of wild lily-of the-valley | 
for Decoration Day. They are always 
warned not to pick the lady slippers, or 
the yellow violets. In the summer the | 
Reservation is a favorite resting place | 
for their parents, and when autumn | 
comes all ages are tempted there to | 
gather partridge berries. 

un the 18th of November, a bright day 
with a keen wind, a partridge was 
started up by two women, who a little | 
later met a man with a gun. They said. 
they-hoped he. was not shooting in the | 
Reservation! “Oh, no,” he answered, | 
“There’s nothing to shoot.” ‘They said 
nothing of the partridge, or of the hand- | 
some gray squirrel they had seen. It 
was good news to hear from a boy who 
haunts the Reservation that the gray 
squirrels were increasing. Of course no 
one is allowed to use a gun in the Re- | 
servation, but there might seem to be an 
‘excuse for doing so, as the “Rules and 
Regulations” are so persistently torn | 
down. | 

One meets friends and strangers and | 
all wear a peaceful or happy look. A | 
stranger lady exclaimed “How delight- 
ful this wild wood is! No ugly sign- | 
boards, no traces of picnics!” ‘This was | 
on Dec. 8th. When no sound -was-to be} 
heard but from the axes of two men, | 
who were cutting down a tree. Such | 
another Indian summer day surprised | 
us on Dec. 27th, when the temptation to | 
go to Indian Ridge was irrisistable, and |

At the last meeting of the New York 
Central Federated union two members 
of the New York presbytery, the Rev.

The 6th Field Battery of United 
States Artillery, commanded by Ccan- 
tain G. W. Gatchell, entered Fort Sam 
Houston today. amid the cheers of the 
local garrison, having. broken the 
world’s record for an artillery long 
distance march. The battery~covered+ 
the estimated eleyen hundred miles 
from Fort Riley, Kansas, to Fort Sara 
Houston in fifty-five. days. This es= 
timated distance may) be one hund- 
red miles out of the way. The bat- 
tery was compelled to make several 
long detours to avoid bad roads and 
unusually rough country, and - this 
made the distance which they covered 
considerably longer than ‘by rail. 

Army men-here say it is by far the 
longest practice march ever made by 
artillery in time of peace, and no forc- 
ed march in time of war, with the ex- 
ception of Napoleon's retreat from 
Moscow, compares with it In distance 
lt is safe to predict that the military 
authorities will not order another are 
titlery march as long as the one just 
finished, It is too severe. 

The artillerymen of the, 6th Battery 
were a sorry looking set of men when 
they arrived, haggard and lean, Their 
élothing was in tatters, and was so 
covered with mud and dirt that its col- 
or could not be distinguished. Many 
of them scarcely were able to travel. 
The horses resembled moving skele- 
tons, rather than the usual fat ani- 
mals used in‘the army. 

The battery lost on? man by ‘sick- 
ness in the march. Private Arthue 
Hall was attacked by malaria and 
died in the hospital at Austin. Hs 
death was largely due, physicians who 
attended him assert, to exposure and 
hardship. . 

Captain’ Gatchell relates many amus- 
ing and interesting incidents of the 
trip. The farmers along the route 
seemed to be especially. proud of the 
soldiers. At many farmhouses the 
battery was halted and a feast of pies 
and milk was enjoyed by the men and 
officers. ‘Captain Gatchell says that 
he did not know that there were SO 
many flags in the country: until he 
almost every 
farmhouse flags were displayed. ‘At 
several places the school children were 
lined up at sides of the road and sang 
patrjotic songs as the battery passe’. 
Captain Gatchell relates that one en- 
thusiastic farmer in Texas welcomed 
the battery with a salute from his 
shotgun. He fired the double parrels 
at the same time as each section of the 
battery passed and cheered the men 
until they were out of hearing.—N. Y. 
Tribune.

Church, their respect for ecclesiastics, to 


which must be added their superior in- 
telligence, their eagerness to learn and 
capability of advancement, and we have 
some of the encouraging features. 
Turkey has, from the beginning, pre- 
sented a varying scene, marked by high 
lights and dark shadows.” 

The third lecture in the Hyde Lecture 
course at Andover Theological Seminary, 
was delivered Tuesday afternoon, Jan. 
23rd by Secretary James L. Barton of 
the American Board, Boston. The sub- 
ject was ‘Pioneering and Planting of 
Missionary Work in the Turkish Em- 
ire.” Dr. Barton showed the far- 
sighted policy of the Board in the pains- 
taking care in which it mapped out the 
country and by the aid of the most 
thoroughly educated and trained men ex- 
plored every section of it and became 
familiar with the people, ¢heir religions 
and their special needs. Secretary Bar- 
ton said, “The Archives of the Ameri- 
can Board are rich with the early re- 
ports of those first missionaries who ex- 
plored in fearlessness and zeal and ob- 
served with discriminating, care and pre- 
cision.” The lecturer went on to say 
that some of the country thus carefully 
investigated and reported upon, included 
wide regions never before visited by 
Americans or Europeans and which 
were under no government except that 
of Koordish beys whose word was su- 
preme law. Dr. Asabel Grant lived for 
months among those wild and naturally 
hostile people without guffering violence, 
while on the other hand, he won the 
confidence of all classes. He discovered 
to the world the Koords and the moun- 
tain Nestorians who dwell in the fast- 
nesses of the mountains along the upper 
waters of the ‘Tigris river and eastward 
into Persia.

“The work began most auspiciously. 
Many of the best educated leaders in the 
old church, seeing the necessity of an 
educated and morally upright clergy, 
began to open’ schools and to demand 
that all priests should be educated. 
The leading ecclesiastics accepted and 
even advocated this principle, . 

“As exclusion from the “Armenian 
church shut off all from’ their rightW as 
Armenians and cut them off from all 
protection under Turkish law, it became 
necessary to organize a Protestant com- 
munity with an official head. This was 
done under a special firman issued by 
the Sultan in 1850. The. missionaries 
did not divide the old Church, while 
every effort was made for 25 years to 
prevent separation. 

“These evangelical churches of which 
there are now several hundred in Turkey, 
are not denominational. ‘There is the 
Bible in the spoken language of the 
people. The missionaries do not exér- 
cise ecclesiastical control over the 
churches.

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ANNUAL MEETING OF MASS. RE- 


PUBLICAN CLUB. 
BOSTON Jan. 24—At the annual 
meeting of. The Republican Club of 
Massachusetts held at the rooms 92f 
the organization, 19 Milk. street, Presi- 
dent, Grafton D. Cushing of Boston 
presided. and the business consisted 
largely of the reading of the annual 
reports of the executive committee, the 
election committee, and the treasurer, 
and the remarks of President Cush- 
ing after his re-election. 

The report of the executive commit- 
tee shows that a large amount of work 
has been done for the party in the last 
year, One of the lines of work taken 
up by the club in the last campaign 
was the perparation and - placing of 
eight-sheet posters in the centres of 
population throughout the state. Three 
thousand. of--these- posters were—print- 
ed and placed. and from the reports 
of city and town committees and 
members of the club in various: locali- 
Ues it is believed that this was avery 
effective method of advertising. The 
club also devoted some of its funds to 
advertising in the newspapers of the 
state. 

The principal piece of literature is- 
sued during the campaign -was The 
New England Printer. This little 
pamphlet of twenty-eight pages, rot 
up in the style of the old New Eng- 
land primer, was -distributed through- 
cut the commonwealth. The first adi- 
tion contained 50.000 Copies, and the 
second edition called for the same 


number. The demand for it was so 
large that it was necessary to issue 
15,000 additional copies late in the 


campaign. There were also printed 
and circulated 20,000 cardboard pla- 
cards 14 by 22 inches, bearing fine por- 
traits of Messrs. Guild and Draper on 
the same sheet, There were also issue] 
160.000 cards containing the letter of 
Henry M. Whitney to a member of 
the Canadian parliament in which he 
protested against the removal of the 
Canadian duty on. American and oth- 
er coals, There were also. printéd 
160,000 small cards, 2/1-2 by 4 inches, 
containing portraits of Messrs. Guild 
and Draper. the whole being a fac- 
simile of the large Guild and Draper 
placards. Of these small cards 50,000 
were turned over to the Republicancity 
committee of Boston, and by that or- 
ganization distributed throughout the 
wards of the city a day or two before 
the state election with excellent re- 
sults. 

The report makes especial mention 
of the splendid work of Chairman Ar- 
thur F. Estabrook of ‘Boston, and his 
finance committee in raising funds for 
the campaign. 

The report concludes with an = ap- 
peal to the club members to work for 


for congress and state offices in the 
coming fall campaign. 

The report of the election committee 
shows that the club has now the*larg- 
est membership since it was organized 
in 1891, namely 1815. During the year 
there have been added by tht election 
of new .members...177... persons. There 
have been lost from various causes 68 
members; 36 by resignation and 17 by 
death. while 8 were dropped for non- 
payment of dues and 7 have ceased tu 
be members by becoming residents of 
other commonwealths or countries. 
The largest previous membership was 
1807 in 1901. 

The report of the treasurer shows 
the receipts for the year to have been 
$13,481, of which amount $6,715 con- 
situted campaign funds. The club ex- 
penses for the vear have been $4,746. 
The total expenses of the state cam- 
paign amounted to $6,434.53, the larg- 
est item being for printing, $2,300; 
lithographs and bill posting,  $1,$70; 
postage and mailing, $536; and adver- 
tising, $568.

EIGN POPULATION, 


An article in the ‘Atlantic Monthly 
for January entitled “Impressions 
from Chicago Faces” is said to be by 
a young Chicago lawyer.’ It was not 
necessary for the publisher of the 
magazine to announce the- author's 
youth; it is conspicuous in every para- 
graph of the article. No one but an 
inexperienced villager’ would be so 
appalled at the hurry in’the Chicago 
streetss and n® one.but a*novice. would 
think that a, certain spitefulness, of 
style would tompénsate for” réckless 
mis-statement. : ; 

The dominant thought of the article 
is that Chicago has a larger.proportton 
of foreign-born inhabitants than other 
iarge cities. This statement is far 
far from Chicago Peoria has 15.9 
of foreign-born inhabitants, as against 
35.1 in Boston and 41.5 in the bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and’ the’ Bronx. 
Even Salem and Gloucester, which 
the author cites as historic New Eng- 
land towns, show respectively 30.3 and 
33.6 per cent. of foreigners, Chicago 
is the metropolis of a ‘large native 
populations Of the larger cities jot 
fram from Chicago Peoria has _ 15.9, 
Springfield 13.6. and Terre Haute 8 per 
cent of foreigners. while Manchester 
shows 42.6 per cent., Lowell 43.1, Weon- 
socket 44.4, Lawrence 45 and Fall Ri- 
ver 47.7. . 

All statements based on the preva- 
lence in Chicago of a poor, homeless, 
iliiterate foreign population are out of 
place in a serious publication. They 
cast discredit upon the other state- 
ments in the article. 

When the writer finds the charac- 
teristic trait of the faces of the wo- 
ren of Chicago “calculation, independ- 
ence, shrewdness, experience of the 
world, love of the insignia of afflu- 
ence,” he must be given up as hopeless 
indeed.

| PASTOR'S LETTER TO HIS FLOCK. | CELEBRATED THEIR. 2th WDD-. 
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| discovered is under strict 


Following is the full text of the let- 
ter which the Rev..Walter S. Bezanson 
read to his parishoners at the Advent 
Christian church Sunday: 

. Lawrence, Mass., Jan; :21, 1906. 

To the Second Advent Society of 

Lawrence. 
Greeting: 

With the completion of this day’s ser- 
vice we shall have sustained the re- 
lation of pastor of this church for a 
period of five years and four months. 

During four of these years we lab- 
cored with great earnestness and with 
untiring zeal to cancel the indebtness 
on the church property. As a result 
of the hearty cocperation of the mem- 
bers of the church and. congregation 
cur persistent efforts were rewarded 
one year ago. when.the last-dollar of 
indebtedness was paid, and the church 
tor the first time in its history was 
free from. all encumbrance. . 

During the same period the dear 
Lord was pleased to bless our united 
efforts along other lines, and it--was 
cur privilege to baptize fifty, und to 
receive fifty-nine into church mem- 
bership. We had looked forward to the 
time when the church should be re- 
lieved from the debt-burden with min- 
gied pleasure and expectancy, sincere- 
ly believing that the accomplishment 
of this result would usher in a new 
and prosperous era in the history of 
this people. With freedom from in- 
debtedness, and with ample provision 
made for the running. expenses, we 
confidently expected that the attention 
of the church would be given to the 
opportunitv afforded of enhancing the 
spiritual interests of the work, and in- 
creasing the numerical strength of the 
body. 

That this was our own desire, and 
that we have labored to this end, we 
now assert, and it is with the deepest 
regret that we are obligedt o declare 
our keen disappointment in this par- 
ticular. Those of you who attended 
the annual meeting of the church, and 
listened to the clerk’s report of the 
work accomplished the past year un- 
derstand full well why we were dis- 
appointed with the results, 

Without entering into any: consider- 
ation of the causes which have con- 
tributed to this result wish to say 
that for séveral months I have felt 
that my work in Lawrence was prac- 
tically completed. Recent develop- 
ments have fully confirmed this con- 
viction and am now thoroughly con- 
vinced that existing- conditions amply 
justify the severance of the pastoral 
relation. Believing sincerely that some 
cther servant of the Lord can enter 
this field and lead you on, to a larg- 
er measure of success than I am able 
to, I therefore tender my resignation 
as pastor of this church to take effect 
Sunday February 25th 1906. 1 need 
only say in closing that I have re- 
ceived an unanimous call to the pas- 
torate of the Advent Christian church 
of Bristol, Vermont, and I therefore 
wish to close my labors here on the 
date above mentioned. | 

‘Trusting that early steps. will be 
taken to secure another pastor and 
praying that God will send you a man 
“full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom,” 
while assuring you of a lasting inter- 
est in your future prosperity, I am, 

Your brother in Christian service
